HARRY L. CARTER GIVES VIEWS 
UPON THE CHINESE SITUATION 
■ r ; \ 
V,v 
Harry L. Carter, Baptist Mis­ 
sionary, 
arriving 
today for his 
first visit home in more than two 
years, gave very interesting view.' 
upon the Ghinese situation as he 
has known 
it for the 
past two 
years. 
Mr. Carter, with 
Mrs. Carter 
and two children, has been station­ 
ed at Canton, a city of 3,000,000 
souls, though with an area not so 
large as Birmingham. From that 
point he has carried his part of 
mission work in which 5,000 are en­ 
tered in that country. That 5,000 
missionaries take the word of God 
to a population of 400,000,000. 
Asked if China is progressing 
under religious influence, Mr. Car­ 
ter believed that the work has 
shown rapid advancement. 
Mr. 
Carter declared the Chinese differ 
from his own people in that they 
are more or less easy going, tak­ 
ing little interest in national or 
imperial affairs. Tie did not inti­ 
mate that the Chinese are not hard 
workers for he added that work 
hours are long and tedious and 
wages are low, although the wage 
scale is set in accordance with the 


standard of living. 
Questioned regarding the politi­ 
cal influence in China, the return­ 
ed missionary 
saw 
Bolshevism, 
coming from Soviet Russia, as a 
governing factor. A factor already 
having built a fighting force out 
of rabble. “I saw a sentry stand­ 
ing guard, duty with a fan and 
an umbrella," said 
Nr* 
Carter, 
“but with the coming of Soviet in­ 
fluence a fighting machine has 
been built from the rabble." 
Speaking 
of the 
anti-foreign 
feeling existing, Mr. Carter saw 
only the same anti-foreign feeling 
present among the Chinese that 
exists in other countries towards 
foreign nations. “The Chinese be­ 
come stirred ^only when leaders 
incite them," he added.

Mr, Carter, * a veteran

world war, having served with the

M A SSAC H USETTS E X P E R IM E N T S 
W ITH AUTOM OTIVE IN SU RA N C E. 


W ith the Alabama legislature scheduled to do 
considerable work for the state during the month 
of January, the experiment of Massachusetts with 
an automotive insurance law will be watched with 
Interest in this commonwealth. 
The Selma Times-Journal announces that an 
the first day of January a law will become ef­ 
fective in Massachusetts, “ requiring aU motor 
car owners to take out indemnity insurance as a 
condition precedent to securing a license. 
AU 
automobiles« in that state must be aafeguarded 
so that when damages am inflicted the person 
who suffers can obtain financial redress." 
Possibly the strangest part of the situation, 
however, is that the prospect of enforcement 
of 
the statute has resulted in many owners dispos­ 
ing of their machines and the 
Journal 
adds: 
“ This is said to apply not only to the lower priced 
cars driven by people of very moderate circum­ 
stances, but to cars of every make whose own­ 
ers, one would imagine, would not be bothered 
by the additional cost of insurance." 
Having only this slight acquaintance with the 
Massachusetts law, The Daily would hesitate to 
recommend it to the Alabama legislature 
un­ 
qualifiedly, but it does not seem unreasonable to 
ask consideration by the Alabama law-makers of 
the acute traffic problem in this state. 
There are entirely too many lives sacrificed 
because of careless handling of automobiles. 
The 
accident ratio is ever on the increase, despite 
the warnings issued almost daily in the editorial 
columns of newspapers and, indirectly, on the 
first pages of these same periodicals. 
Various safety devices have been tried 
out, 
speed limita have been fixed and other efforts 
made to control the actions of drivers when they 
aré in their machines. These have not checked the 
fatality toll. The attention of Alabama officials, 
then must be turned to other means to 
insure 
safety for automobilists and pedestrians alike. 
Many states have used, with' some success, the 
driving permit plan. 
Under the provisions 
of 
this law, before a person is entitled to drive a 
car, it is necessary to undergo a rigid examination 
as to his or her ability to handle fly motor pro­ 
pelled vehicle. 
Alabama might try something along this liné. 
The Massachusetts law goes a bit further 
than 
most laws and by reason of its originality will 
come in for the usual abuse given to inovations 
which break away from the established order. 
There is much which can be said in behalf of 
the proposal to make automobile drivers carry in­ 
surance. It works a hardship on some who might 
feci their financial condition would not warrant 
extra expense. 
At the same time, the health and 
happiness of the majority should, in al! fairness, 
be the governing impulse in all legislation. 
Cqr* 
tainly compulsory insurance would go far to­ 
ward 'offering a degree of protection to the gen­ 
eral public which it does not now enjoy.
